This emigration en masse en- 
tails, however, a vast pecuniary loss en 
Germany. Close calculations of Ger- 
man economists have exhibited some 
astounding tgures in this direction. 
For instance, Dr. Friedrich Kappe, fori 
for a number of yean a citizen of the it? 
United States, and a noted writer on 
emigration subjects, estimate* the cap- 
ital in money and valuables taken away 
from Germany by each emigrant, at not 
less than 450 marks, or $108.

number of German emigrants landed in 
the different ports of tbe United State!

basis, Germany has lost directly on cap- 
ital transferred to the United Statee the 
sum of 111,745,850 marks, or $25,818,- 
884 during said year. 


Dr. Kngel, the chief of the Prussian 


bureau of statistics, and Dr. Fnbri, t>n 
eminent authority on social science, 
calculate the average cost of bringing 
up a person of the lower and middle 
classes to the fifteenth year at not less 
than 2,000 marks, or $476. Germany 
has sent forth over 3,500,000 emigrants 
during the last sixty years, and of this 
number the greater part went during 
the last thirty years. The loss to Ger- 
many in feeding, bheltering, clothing, 
and educating this number of emigrants 
has been nearly seven milliards of 
marks. Adding the loss Germany has 
sustained in cash and valuables taken 
away by each emigrant, the total loss 
to Germany through emigration daring 
the last sixty years may be set down as 
over nine milliards of marks, nearly 
twiee tbe amount paid by France to 
Germany as war indemnity in 1881.

At the present rate of increase the 


German population will reach 60,000,- 
000 in the year 1900, and in the year 
1925 it will probably attain 80,000,000. 


Comparing tbe census returns in 


Germany with those of France tbe con- 
trast is startling. The population of 
France shows an increase of only 389,000 
daring the period ff five years. This ex- 
cessive^ small increase occurred prin- 
cipally in large cities, and was caused, 
tor the most part, by foreign influx, 
while the German population has in- 
creased over 2,000,000, during the same 
period. At the rate of vhicb French 
population is now growing, it would 
not double before 433years had elapsed: 
in other words, it is almost stationary. 
A statistical table recently drawn up 
-shows the birtb-rate in Germany to be 
3.91 per hundred of population, while 
in France it is only 2.47. The not ex- 
cess of births in German; over the 
deaths amounted to 522,970 for the 
year of 1881. And it is to be observed 
that German population does not, so 
far, show any tendency to diminish. 


In the poor and densely populated 


districts tbe increase exceeds the aver- 
age for the whole of Germany. For in- 
stance, while the increase of population 
throughout Germany during the years 
1867 to 1871 average a little over 3% 
per cent, the increase in Upper Silesia, 
where,' according to frequent declara- 
tions of the Frusian Government, a 
failure of the potato or cabbage crops 
•rings the 100,000 inhabitants of this 
province to the verge of starvation, was 
22 per cent, during the above named 
period. This constant increase of pep- 
uUtioD in Germany naturally produces
